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PERSPECTIVE 


In  one  of  his  syndicated  columns  a  couple  months  ago,  Andy  Rooney  of 
"60  Minutes"  fame  expressed  dismay  at  Pope  John  Paul  lis  latest  encycli- 
cal on  faith  and  reason.  Rooney  verbally  scratched  his  head  over  how  the 
Pope  could  claim  that  faith  and  reason  are  compatible. 

"If  1  understand  the  meaning  of  the  two  words,  faith  and  reason  are  as  opposite 
as  black  and  white,"  wrote  Rooney  "They  are  incompatible." 

I  doubt  that  Rooney  had  read  any  of  the  Pope's  encyclical  and  feel  pretty  certain 
he  knows  very  little  about  the  history  of  Christian  thought.  The  entire  area  of 
apologetics,  the  branch  of  theology  that  demonstrates  the  reasonableness  of  the 
faith,  seems  to  have  escaped  him. 

Still,  the  column  interested  me  because  it  revealed  the  tendency  around  us  to 
see  the  parts  of  a  human  person  as  discrete  and  incompatible.  In  this  case  it  is 
the  separation  of  head  from  heart.  In  other  instances  we  hear  of  the  incompati- 
bility between  body  and  spirit. 

At  Valentine's  Day,  all  these  pieces  come  together.  Is  love  a  matter  of  the  mind, 
the  body,  the  emotions  or  the  spirit?  Probably  all  of  these! 

The  same  concern  is  very  relevant  to  the  way  we  seek  to  educate  students  at 
Lenoir- Rhyne  College.  As  a  matter  of  principle  and  mission,  we  contend  that 
human  beings  are  best  viewed  and  treated  as  whole  and  integrated. 

Hence  we  see  the  classroom  where  intellect  is  primarily  addressed  as  only  a  part 
of  the  full  education  we  offer.  What  happens  in  the  residence  halls,  on  the  ath- 
letic fields,  in  the  dining  hall,  the  chapel,  the  theatre,  must  also  be  educational. 
That  is  why  we  give  these  concerns  time,  effort  and  attention  in  the  college.  In 
certain  areas  of  study  like  the  health-related  majors,  mind,  body,  emotions  and 
spirit  come  together  in  very  clear  ways. 

This  integrative  approach  is  why  L-R  is  not  involved  with  distance  learning  and 
off-site  education  where  only  parts  of  the  whole  person  can  be  addressed.  It  is 
why  we  want  students  to  live  on  campus  and  want  them  to  be  involved  in  clubs, 
athletics  and  organizations. 

A  human  being  is  made  up  of  intellectual,  social,  spiritual,  physical  and  aesthet- 
ic parts.  A  Lenoir-Rhyne  education  seeks  to  address  and  build  all  those  parts  of 
students  for  the  purpose  of  helping  the  full  person  to  develop  and  grow.

The  college  contributed  more 
than  $55.4  million  and  384  jobs 
to  the  area's  economy  during  the  last 
academic  year. 

L-R  is  also  a  valuable  asset  for  high- 
er education  for  the  area,  according  to 
the  economic  study  done  for  the 
Catawba  County  Economic  Develop- 
ment Corporation  charged  with  defin- 
ing the  county's  resources  and  charting 
a  course  toward  future  economic  plan- 
ning and  growth  for  the  region. 

Included  in  the  $55  million,  in  fiscal 
1997-98,  the  college  spent  more  than 
$16  million  for  goods  and  services, 
including  $11.5  million  in  wages  and 
benefits.  With  the  conservative  income 
multiplier  of  1.77 — dollars  spent  direct- 
ly plus  the  additional  income  those  dol- 
lars create  being  respent  by  others — the 
economic  impact  of  L-R's  payroll  on  the 
area  is  estimated  at  $20.36  million. 
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"This  is  just  a  small  part  of  what 
we  know  we  contribute  to  the  quality 
of  life  in  our  community  through 
educational,  cultural,  athletic  and 
spiritual  opportunities,"  said  Presi- 
dent Ryan  LaHurd.  This  is  reflected 
by  the  more  than  75,000  parents, 
alumni,  board  members  and  other 
friends  of  the  college  attracted  to 
Hickory  by  the  600  some  events  held 
on  campus  last  year.

Hall  of  Fame 

Paul  "Cooter"  Jones  was  a  four- time 
All-North  State  Conference  selec- 
tion and  was  named  to  the  All-State 
team  each  season  by  the  Greensboro 
Daily  News.  He  led  the  Bears  with  a 
.351  batting  average  in  1951  and  bat- 
ted .372  in  1952  as  he  helped  guide 
L-R  to  the  1952  North  State  Confer- 
ence title. 

Donna  Elrod  Lewis  played  on  the 
women's  basketball  and  volleyball 
teams  for  four  seasons  and  on  the 
Softball  team  for  two.  In  basketball, 
she  helped  the  Bears  to  three  AIAW 
state  championships,  an  AIAW 
regional  championship  and  to  the 
AIAW  final  four  in  1981.  An  all- 
around  player  for  the  Bears,  Lewis 
was  named  to  the  all-region  team  as  a 
junior  and  is  listed  in  all  nine  career 
categories  in  which  statistics  are  kept. 


In  volleyball,  Lewis  was  named  to  the 
NCAIAW  Division  II  All-State  Tourna- 
ment team  three  times  and  the  NCA- 
IAW Division  II  All-State  team  twice. 
In  1978,  she  helped  the  Bears  to  a 
second-place  finish  in  the  state  tour- 
nament and  a  fourth-place  finish  in 
the  AIAW  Region  II  tournament  when 
L-R  finished  with  a  33-16  record. 

Terence  Steward,  a  four-year  stand- 
out as  a  wide  receiver,  is  the  only  per- 
son in  school  history  to  be  named  to 
an  all-america  team  three  times:  NAIA 
All- America  first  team  in  1984,  1985 
and  1986.  Steward  caught  a  school- 
record  247  passes  for  a  school-record 
3,631  yards  and  is  third  all-time  with 
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Pictured  from  left  to  right,  Jones  '52, 
Lewis  '82  and  Steward  '87  joined  the  71 
members  of  the  college's  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  during  Homecoming. 


18  touchdown  catches.  His  career 
yards  still  rank  fourth  in  the  NAIA, 
with  career  receptions  as  eighth  best. 
As  a  senior.  Steward  amassed  1,105 
yards  receiving,  including  266  yards 
on  18  catches  against  Mars  Hill  in 
1986.  Stewards  totals  against  Mars 
Hill  still  stand  as  College  Field/Moretz 
Stadium  records  and  school  records.

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NCAA  allows  scholarship  donations  to  specific  sports 

As  a  member  of  the  NCAA  and  the  South  Atlantic  Conference,  Lenoir-Rhyne  is 
committed  to  following  the  bylaws  outlined  by  the  two  governing  bodies.  Finan- 
cial aid  limits  and  administration  are  highly-regulated  areas  in  intercollegiate  athlet- 
ics. The  various  rules  can  cause  confusion  and  misunderstandings,  not  only  for  the 
institutions,  but  also  for  those  supporters  who  wish  to  assist  their  alma  mater's 
efforts  to  provide  student-athletes  with  competitive  financial  aid  packages. 

During  recruiting,  it  is  vital  that  L-R's  financial  aid  offers  are  competitive  with 
other  SAC  and  regional  institutions.  The  college  has  made  an  increased  commitment 
to  the  athletic  aid  dollars  our  sports  have  to  use  in  recruiting.  Six  of  L-R's  14  inter- 
collegiate sports  now  offer  the  maximum  athletic  scholarship  dollars  allowed  by  the 
SAC,  supplied  through  the  annual  institutional  budget  with  the  assistance  of  sup- 
porters such  as  the  Piedmont  Educational  Foundation. 

While  the  NCAA  prohibits  a  donor  from  financing  a  scholarship  for  a  particular 
student-athlete,  donors  are  allowed  to  contribute  funds  to  finance  a  scholarship  or 
grant-in-aid  for  a  particular  sport.  The  decision  for  the  allocation  of  these  funds  rests 
exclusively  with  the  institution  but  donors  are  given  the  opportunity  to  assist  pro- 
grams where  they  have  a  particular  interest.  Additional  gifts  for  operational  expens- 
es, such  as  recruiting,  may  also  be  made  in  a  sport-specific  fashion.  Like  the  scholar- 
ship fund  donations,  though,  the  NCAA  mandates  that  those  gifts  be  deposited  with 
the  institution,  which  has  exclusive  responsibility  for  the  manner  in  which  the  funds 
are  expended.  This  is  not  to  say  the  coach  has  no  control  over  the  use  of  the  funds. 
The  NCAA  simply  states  that  the  athletic  budget  must  be  "controlled  by  the  institu- 
tion and  subject  to  its  normal  budgeting  procedures  (NCAA  Bylaw  6.2.1)." 

The  Summer  1998  Profile  explained  that  many  of  our  alumni  and  friends  are  con- 
sidered Representatives  of  Athletic  Interest  by  the  NCAA.  As  such,  you  share  an 
equal  and  important  responsibility  in  assisting  L-R  play  by  the  rules.  Help  us  serve  as 
a  leader  in  the  SAC  and  the  NCAA.  ■

Winner  of  the  Voigt  Cromer  Award  in  1959  honoring  an  athlete  who 
has  put  team  before  self,  Hansel  R.  "Hank"  McCrorie,  '60,  and  his 
wife  Bemice,  continue  the  spirit  by  gifting  the  college  $3.4  million.

"I  hope  this  gift,  and  the  construction  of  this  building,  will  allow  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  to  continue  to  attract  the  students  it  desires  and  to  excel  in  these  pro- 
grams," McCrorie  said  as  he  walked  through  the  locker  rooms  where  he  once 
donned  the  number  79  jersey  for  the  Bears.  "And  to  support  athletics,  of 
course,"  he  added  quickly  with  a  smile. 

In  addition  to  augmenting  existing  athletic  facil- 
ities, the  construction  of  this  facility,  which  will  be 
named  the  McCrorie  Center,  will  enable  the  college 
to  support  and  enhance  these  three  programs. 

"This  gift  puts  us  on  track  to  accomplish  one 
of  the  components  of  our  strategic  plan,"  said 
President  Ryan  I^Hurd.  "We  are  extremely  excit- 
ed by  and  grateful  for  Hank  McCrorie's  decision 
to  invest  in  the  future  of  his  alma  mater  in  such  a 
significant  way,  and  we  are  honored  to  have  the 
name  of  so  outstanding  a  person  on  this  new 
building  which  will  benefit  both  our  academic 
and  athletic  programs." 

McCrorie  was  a  four-year  letterman  who 
played  on  both  offensive  and  defensive  lines  for 
the  team  he  captained  in  1959.  Although  he  won 
a  number  of  athletic  awards  before  graduating  with  a  bachelor's  degree  in 
business  administration,  there's  something  else  he  said  he  is  more  proud  of: 
"My  L-R  diploma  was  the  best  award  I  have  ever  received." 

He  continued,  "The  three  most  important  things  1  received  from  L-R  were 
an  education,  inspiration  and  friendships  that  will  last  a  lifetime.  The  profes- 
sors I  had  in  the  business  department  have  played  a  major  role  in  my  success 
in  the  business  world." 

McCrorie  is  senior  vice  president  of  sales,  U.S.  Pharmaceuticals,  Pfizer  Inc. 
and  manages  the  largest  pharmaceutical  sales  force  in  the  United  States.  He 
was  inducted  into  Pfizer's  Hall  of  Fame  in  1994,  the  same  year  he  was 
inducted  into  L-R's  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

McCrorie  and  his  wife  live  in  Charlotte  where  they  are  members  of  Incar- 
nation Lutheran  Church.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  college's  board  of  vis- 
itors, and  is  a  member  of  the  Piedmont  Educational  Foundation.  ■

Lenoir-Rhyne  College's  health- 
related  programs  are  among 
its  most  excellent  and  highly 
regarded.  In  fact,  the  pro- 
grams of  nursing,  sports  med- 
icine and  occupational  thera- 
py enroll  almost  one-third  of 
the  college's  students.  As  for 
attracting  future  students,  by  December 
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15,  1998,  the  Admissions  Office  had 
received  more  than  940  inquiries  from 
prospective  students  inquiring  about 
these  majors  for  Fall  1999.  The  quality 
of  the  applicants  has  also  risen  rapidly 
in  the  last  three  to  five  years,  admis- 
sions officers  report. 

To  support  and  enhance  these 
highly  sought-after  educational  pro- 


grams, the  board  of  trustees  has 
agreed  that  the  college's  future  physi- 
cal plant  should  include  a  building  to 
be  constructed  adjacent  to  and  con- 
nected with  the  Shuford  Memorial 
Gymnasium  complex,  where  tennis 
courts  are  now  located.  This  structure 
will  house  the  academic  departments 
of  nursing,  sports  medicine  and  occu- 
pational therapy,  as  well  as  athletic 
training  and  support  facilities. 

The  building  helps  to  fulfill  a  goal 
found  in  the  college's  strategic  plan:  to 
provide  an  up-to-date,  aesthetically 
pleasing  and  well-maintained  physical 
plant  that  sustains  the  programs  and 
activities  of  the  college.  The  goal  is 
based  in  the  college's  mission  adopted 
in  1987  that  emphasizes  the  develop- 
ment of  the  whole  person  by  several 
means,  including  fostering  physical 
wholeness. 

The  board  recognized  that  new, 
more  appropriate  facilities  are  essen- 
tial so  that  these  programs  can  main- 
tain and  expand  their  quality,  adapt  to 
changes  in  the  field  of  health  science 
and  remain  in  the  forefront  of  health- 
career  education. 

Importantly,  this  building  will  aug- 
ment existing  athletic  facilities,  pro- 
viding generous  athletic  locker  space 
and  two  large,  ground-level  changing 
areas  for  football  and  other  sports. 
Football  teams  will  also  benefit  from  a 
shared  1,700  square-foot  training 
room  and  a  similar-sized  weight  room, 
six  football  coaches'  offices,  athletic 
storage  and  equipment  rooms,  and  on- 
site  laundry  facilities.  Football  players 
will  also  appreciate  the  level  access  to 
the  training  room  and  sports  medicine 
facilities,  as  the  training  room  doors 
open  directly  onto  the  football  prac- 
tice field  so  injured  athletes  can 
receive  immediate  attention. 

"We  know  this  state-of-the-art  facili- 
ty, with  its  football  weight  training  cen- 
ter, will  allow  our  athletes  to  be  in 
peak  physical  condition  to  compete  at 
their  best  and  reduce  injuries,"  said 
Coach  Bill  Hart.  "The  McCrorie  Center 
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The  McCrorie  Center  will  have  a  total 
of  approximately  43,000  square  feet 
distributed  on  three  floors,  two  visi- 
ble from  the  front  elevation  on  Stasavich 
Place  and  three  from  the  rear,  due  to  a 
sloping  lot.  The  field  level  will  house 
training,  rehabilitation,  hydrotherapy 
and  private  exam  rooms.  Locker  rooms 

;  will  take  up  a  large  portion  of  this  level, 

p  which  will  open  onto  the  football  prac- 
tice field.  The  athletics  and  sports  medi- 
cine departments  would  primarily  use 
this  level,  and  the  training  room  will  be 
available  to  all  students. 

The  first  floor,  or  street  level,  will 
have  several  classrooms,  one  featuring 
tiered,  theatre-style  seating  (often  called 
Harvard-style)  that  includes  the  first  and 

I  second  floors.  Laboratories  for  physical 
rehabilitation,  patient  care,  computers 
and  exams  will  be  located  on  this  floor, 
along  with  a  large  weight  room  and  a 
conference  room.  The  college  will  gain 
efficiency  with  this  design  because  the 
athletic,  sports  medicine,  nursing  and 
occupational  therapy  departments  will 
share  many  of  these  rooms.  Students 
will  have  access  to  the  weight  room.  A 
covered  walkway  will  run  across  the 
front  windows  of  the  first-level  weight 

p  room,  connecting  the  Shuford  Memorial 
Gymnasium  complex  with  the  new 
building. 

The  second  floor  will  be  used  primari- 

I  ly  by  occupational  therapy  and  nursing 
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The  Building 


departments,  with  some  spaces  to  be 
shared  with  the  sports  medicine/athletics 
department,  such  as  a  conference  room, 
library  and  support  areas.  The  floor  also 
will  have  craft,  anatomy  and  perceptual/ 
motor  skills  laboratories,  plus  office,  con- 
ference and  storage  spaces.  A  dramatic 
two-story  foyer  will  open  to  the  first  and 
second  floors  of  the  building  at  its  center. 

Nursing 

"Students  of  quality  are  attracted 
to  quality,"  said  Dr.  Beverly  Craig,  pro- 
fessor of  nursing,  when  she  discussed 
the  prospect  of  a  new  building.  "We've 
been  living  with  a  facility  at  Highland 
Hall  built  in  1907,  and  we're  still  doing 
a  good  job.  A  new  facility  will  only 
serve  as  an  additional  attraction  for 
the  program." 

L-R's  nursing  program  began  in  the 
late  1950's,  when  Grayson  Brothers, 
then  chief  administrator  of  Grace  Hospi- 
tal and  a  member  of  the  N.C.  Board  of 
Nursing,  foresaw  the  need  for  nursing 
education  in  a  college  setting.  He  nego- 
tiated an  affiliation  with  L-R  and  Grace 
Hospital  Training  School,  a  diploma 
program  for  nurses;  the  result  was  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne/Grace  Hospital  Depart- 
ment of  Nursing. 

Dr.  Frances  Farthing  joined  the  L-R 
faculty  as  the  department's  first  chair  in 
1961  with  the  specific  goal  that  the  nurs- 
ing program  become  a  true  baccalaureate 


degree  and  be  nationally  accredited.  In 
1969  the  National  League  for  Nursing 
awarded  the  college  national  accredita- 
tion, the  first  such  school  in  Western 
North  Carolina.  Today  the  nursing  pro- 
gram maintains  high  quality  as  its  hall- 
mark, as  evidenced  by  its  current  accred- 
itation by  the  National  League  for 
Nursing  Accrediting  Commission. 

Today  L-R's  baccalaureate  nursing 
program  is  the  only  such  program 
between  Charlotte  and  Cullowee  and  is 
one  of  only  about  a  dozen  in  the  state. 
The  college  also  offers  the  Gateway 
Program,  with  opportunities  for  RN 
graduates  of  an  associate  degree  and 
diploma  programs  to  obtain  a  B.S. 
degree  in  nursing. 

It  is  important  that  nursing  students 
be  educated  on  the  same  type  of  equip- 
ment they  will  find  in  the  workplace. 
This  facility  will  provide  better  teaching 
equipment,  such  as  patient  care  stations 
with  bedside  computers  for  instant 
recording  of  care  rendered  to  the 
patient.  Computer  labs  will  support 
simulations  of  clinical  situations  and 
case  studies  with  decision-trees  to 
develop  critical  thinking  skills.  Other 
allied  health  departments  can  share 
virtually  all  facilities. 

"Although  technology  will  never 
replace  nurses,  nurses  need  to  have  a 
good  handle  on  technology  to  do  the 
job,"  noted  Craig.  (continued)

will  position  L-R  as  a  competitive  force 
to  contend  with  in  recruiting  top  foot- 
ball players.  This  fine  facility  will  show 
our  commitment  to  the  growth  of  our 
program.  Combine  that  with  our  play- 
ers' and  coaches'  determination,  and 
the  sky's  the  limit.  Many  of  our  foot- 
ball alumni  sincerely  believe  that  the 
lessons  they  learned  on  the  field  served 
them  well  throughout  their  business 
careers  and  in  their  personal  lives.  We 
are  moved  that  Hank  and  Bernice 
McCrorie  made  such  a  generous  gift  so 
that  other  young  men  can  have  these 
beneficial  experiences,  too." 

With  this  construction,  L-R  is  in 
step  with  higher  education  institu- 
tions nationwide.  The  Washington  Post 
reported  last  November  that  many 
universities  are  building  and  upgrad- 
ing their  sports  facilities  in  order  to 
competitively  recruit  top  athletes, 
especially  in  football  and  men's  bas- 
ketball, which  can  be  major  revenue- 
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producers  that  help  support  other 
sports,  including  the  growing  number 
of  women's  athletic  programs. 

A  Post  survey  of  25  major  colle- 
giate athletic  programs  found  that 
they  had  spent  or  committed  a  total 
of  $1.2  billion  to  build  or  renovate 
sports  facilities  since  1996.  Admis- 
sions officers  report  that  excellent 
sports  facilities  that  include  training 
and  weight  rooms  are  also  increasing- 
ly important  to  recruit  non-athlete 
students,  as  many  young  people 
expect  fitness  facilities  to  be  conve- 
niently available  on  campus. 

The  McCrorie  Center  will  offer 
students  increased  opportunities  to 
enter  allied  health  majors  and  have 
access  to  cutting-edge  computer  and 
health  fields  technology,  and  they 
will  enjoy  environments  that  are 
more  conducive  to  learning  and 
teaching.  Other  benefits  include  hav- 
ing a  broader,  integrated  familiarity 


with  all  allied  health  fields  due  to  the 
proximity  of  departments,  access  to 
labs,  classrooms  and  faculty  in  the 
same  facilities. 

The  board  believes  that  while  build- 
ings serve  functional  needs,  they  also 
make  statements  about  the  college's 
commitments  and  values.  The  addition 
of  new  buildings  will  demonstrate  L- 
R's  strength,  growth  and  commitment 
to  the  future.  The  board  is  also  consid- 
ering building  a  worship,  theatre,  visu- 
al arts  building  to  meet  pressing  needs 
of  students  and  faculty.  The  fact  that 
these  two  buildings  will  house  pro- 
grams related  to  health,  athletics,  the 
arts  and  worship  life  in  addition  to 
a  number  of  academic  departments 
demonstrates  symbolically  the  college's 
ongoing  commitment  to  educating  all 
aspects  of  the  whole  person.  The  board 
will  also  seek  endowments  to  provide 
for  continuing  maintenance  of  these 
structures.  q 


Adds  Dr.  Linda  Reece,  professor  of 
nursing  and  department  chair,  "This 
new  faciUty  will  be  more  realistic,  and 
our  students  won't  have  to  continue 
using  the  'pretend'  equipment  in  our 
current  lab  in  Highland  Hall." 

As  a  testimony  to  the  fine  education 
that  L-R  nursing  students  receive,  100% 
of  those  who  seek  positions  find  place- 
ments. Some  have  been  missionaries  in 
the  Philippines,  South  America  and 
Africa.  Others  serve  as  directors  of  nurs- 
ing at  various  hospitals,  health  depart- 
ments and  higher  education  institutions. 
L-R  also  has  nurse  graduates  who  have 
gone  on  to  become  nurse  practitioners, 
nurse  educators,  physician  assistants,  an 
attorney,  medical  doctor  and  dentist. 

Occupational  Therapy 

Dr.  Susan  Stallings-Sahler,  associate 
professor  of  occupational  therapy  (OT) 
and  department  chair,  observed  the  new 
building  would  immediately  help  OT 
students  feel  more  a  part  of  campus  life. 

"Our  students  now  feel  pretty  social- 
ly isolated  in  our  little  mobile  class- 
rooms parked  on  the  edge  of  campus," 
she  said.  "It's  difficult  for  them  to  make 
use  of  campus  facilities,  such  as  the 
library,  Cromer  Center  and  computer 
labs  between  classes.  The  new  building 
will  finally  help  us  feel  connected  to  the 
rest  of  the  college." 

She  cites  the  very  positive  relationship 
shared  by  OT,  nursing  and  sports  medi- 
cine. "We're  all  itching  to  do  more  things 
collaboratively,  but  we're  too  far  apart 
geographically  to  implement  our  ideas. 
We'd  like  to  have  students  from  the  three 
programs  work  together  to  learn  how  to 
function  as  a  healthcare  team  and  build 
mutual  respect  for  one  another  profes- 
sionally. We  believe  the  new  facility  will 
provide  an  environment  conducive  to 
that  spirit  of  cooperation  and  profession- 
al growth." 

The  OT  profession  has  as  its  goal  to 
return  the  sick  and  injured  to  produc- 
tive lives  at  work,  school  and  home  after 
illness  or  injury  as  quickly  as  possible. 
Begun  in  1995,  L-R's  OT  program  is  one 
of  only  two  undergraduate  programs  in 
the  state  and  one  of  only  a  few  at  a  pri- 
vate liberal  arts  college  in  the  Southeast- 
em  United  States. 

In  conducting  needs  assessments  for 
the  program,  which  graduated  its  first 
students  in  May  1997,  college  officials 
learned  of  the  tremendous  shortage  of 
occupational  therapists  to  meet  the 
demand.  On  average,  OT  graduates 
receive  seven  job  offers,  many  starting  at 
$40,000  or  more.  Each  year  L-R  has  had 
to  turn  away  at  least  200  interested  stu- 
dents because  the  program  is  at  capacity. 


The  new  building  will  help  by  double- 
ing  the  number  of  majors  from  30  to  60. 
Since  more  than  75%  of  the  college's 
students  remain  in-state  to  work,  this 
expansion  will  clearly  benefit  North 
Carolina  residents. 

Special  labs  for  OT  majors  include  a 
craft  lab  with  woodworking  and  ceramics 
areas,  a  physical  rehab  lab  with  mock- 
ups  of  a  bath  and  kitchen,  and  a  percep- 
tual/motor skills  lab  with  an  observation 
space  and  wall-mounted  video/audio 
equipment  for  clinical  taping. 

The  facility  could  evolve  into  an 
operating  model  clinic  for  the  commu- 
nity. Occupational  therapy  majors  now 
participate  in  two  college-sponsored 
pilot  projects  -  OT  clinics  on-site  at  two 
local  elementary  schools  and  an  estab- 
lished field  site  at  a  public  housing  pro- 
ject in  Hickory.  The  college  was  pleased 
to  have  just  received  a  two-year 
$150,000  grant  from  the  Kate  B. 
Reynolds  Charitable  Trust  to  support 
programs  that  encourage  OT  students 
to  choose  career  placements  that  benefit 
rural,  poor  and  underserved  popula- 
tions. The  college  believes  this  effort 
reflects  L-R's  mission  of  educating  stu- 
dents for  "leadership  and  service." 

Sports  Medicine/ 
Atiiietic  Training 

As  part  of  the  program's  effort  to  seek 
accreditation,  the  college  hosted  a  site 
visit  by  the  Commission  on  Accredita- 
tion of  Allied  Health  Education  Pro- 
grams this  past  fall.  Plans  to  build  this 
new  building  played  an  important  role 
in  the  opinions  of  visiting  officials,  as 
the  facility  will  provide  adequate  space 
for  teaching  and  servicing  athletes,  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  staff  on  campus. 

The  college  is  optimistic  that  the  pro- 
gram will  receive  accreditation  this  sum- 
mer. When  that  happens,  L-R  will  be 
one  of  only  five  such  undergraduate 
programs  in  the  state.  Michael  McGee, 
director  of  sports  medicine  and  head 
athletic  trainer,  noted  that  it  is  typical 
for  programs  to  experience  a  25%  to 
50%  increase  in  enrollment  once  a 
program  gains  accreditation. 

The  sports  medicine/athletic  training 
major  attracts  one  of  the  highest  num- 
ber of  inquires  among  prospective  L-R 
students;  through  December,  333  high 
school  students  called  to  inquire  about 
this  discipline.  While  the  sports  medi- 
cine/athletic training  program  has  been 
at  L-R  for  18  years,  the  latest  design  of 
the  program  is  just  two  years  old. 

"The  new  building  will  improve  our 
program  in  major  ways  by  providing 
adequate  medical  facilities  and  a  safe 


working  environment,"  said  McGee. 
"The  floor  plan  shows  glassed  walls 
overlooking  the  training  rooms  and 
between  offices,  which  makes  supervi- 
sion easier.  The  layout  for  the  hydrother- 
apy room  will  also  provide  optimum 
supervision,  as  it  is  well-lighted  and  has 
glass  walls.  That  is  important  from  a  lia- 
bility perspective.  We  will  also  have 
space  to  place  the  three  whirlpools  we 
own;  now  we  only  have  room  for  two." 

McGee  noted  faculty  members  cur- 
rently have  to  contend  with  crowded 
facilities.  "The  tables  are  full  of  athletes, 
making  it  noisy  and  close  when  we  are 
trying  to  explain  to  students  how  to 
operate  a  piece  of  equipment  like  the 
ultrasound.  Sometimes  we  even  have  to 
close  the  training  room  so  teaching  can 
take  place." 

The  additional  classrooms  will  make 
scheduling  classes  much  easier,  as  stu- 
dents in  four  health  majors  (physical 
education,  sports  medicine/athletic 
training,  sports  management  and  health 
and  exercise  science)  must  take  courses 
simultaneously  in  the  morning.  Sports 
medicine/athletic  training  students  and 
faculty  must  be  available  after  1  p.m.  to 
work  with  athletes  at  afternoon  prac- 
tices and  games.  This  includes  traveling 
with  teams  (except  cross  country,  tennis 
and  golf  teams  due  to  their  low  inci- 
dence of  injury)  to  away  games  .  "Our 
students  render  sports  medicine  service 
to  our  athletes  an  average  of  25  hours 
per  week,"  McGee  observed. 

The  new  building  will  feature  a  pri- 
vate examination  room  for  the  team 
physician.  Now  athletes  are  examined 
in  an  open  room,  and  some  injuries 
must  be  treated  off-campus  at  the  team 
physician's  office,  resulting  in  a  charge 
to  the  individual  or  the  college. 

The  proximity  of  the  new  structure  to 
the  existing  gymnasium  complex  means 
that  volleyball,  softball,  football  and 
other  athletes  do  not  have  to  walk  across 
campus  for  help  with  their  injuries. 

The  new  facihty  will  also  allow  all 
health  majors  to  share  the  anatomy  lab. 
Now  sports  medicine  majors  use  the  lab 
at  Catawba  Memorial  Hospital,  and  OT 
students  use  one  at  Frye  Regional  Med- 
ical Center  that  is  too  small  to  handle 
student  numbers  efficiently. 

The  McCrorie  Center  cannot  become 
a  reality  soon  enough  to  relieve  the  real 
and  pressing  needs  of  students  and  pro- 
fessional programs  at  the  college. 
Lenoir-Rhyne  is  grateful  to  Hank  '60 
and  Bemice  McCrorie  who  have  given 
the  leadership  naming  gift  to  begin      ^^ 
making  this  facility  a  reality.  It  will      ^^H 
touch  and  improve  more  people's  lives 
than  numbers  can  reveal.  ■

Right  in  our  own  backyard 


Through  April  11,  the  Hickory 
Museum  of  Art  and  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  are  sponsor- 
ing an  exhibit  of  56  pieces 
of  art  provided  through  the 
Organization  of  American 
States'  Art  Museum  of  the 
Americas.  Works  by  artists 
from  the  entire  Western  Hemisphere — 
from  Canada  to  Argentina,  with  the 
exception  of  Cuba — ^will  be  on  display 
at  the  Hickory  Museum  of  Art  in  the 
first  off-site  exhibit  in  the  50-year  his- 
tory of  the  OAS.  A  virtual  tour  of  the 
exhibit  is  available  through  the  col- 
lege's website  (www.lrc.edu)  so  this 
international  showcase  can  be  seen  by 
people  as  far  away  as  the  countries  it 
represents.  Many  materials,  including 
the  virtual  tour,  are  bilingual. 

"Building  a  sense  of  community 
through  social  integration  doesn't 
mean  blending  with  the  result  of 
destroying  the  culture  and  its  subcul- 
tures," said  Dr.  Robert  Winter,  chair 
of  L-R's  art  department.  "That  is  why 
the  exhibit  is  such  a  good  project. 

"When  you  aim  to  high  standards, 
that  integration  occurs.  Art — any  artis- 
tic expression — does  that.  It  creates  a 
universal  language  beyond  linguistic, 
social  and  economic  barriers,"  said 
Winter,  likening  it  to  line  dancing  at 
the  country  club,  or  even  worship. 
"Any  artistic  expression  is  part  of  spiri- 
tual life,  just  as  religion  brings  about  a 
sense  of  community.  When  you  go  to 
church,  all  those  differences  disappear." 

The  seeds  for  the  collaborative  pro- 
ject were  planted  almost  a  decade  ago 
when  Winter  went  to  the  AMA  to  do 
research.  Winter,  who  received  an  hon- 
orary doctorate  in  1995  from  the  Euro- 
pean University  of  Paris  for  his  contri- 
butions and  study  of  art  history,  was 
troubled  by  the  lack  of  continuity  and 
commitment  as  to  what  the  museum 
could  be.  He  returned  to  the  museum 
last  winter  for  more  research  on  this 
topic  and  discussed  the  matter  with  the 
museum's  curator.  Ana  Maria  Escallon. 
"Being  located  a  block  from  the 
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Corcoran  Gallery  and  a  mile  from  the 
Smithsonian,  I  sensed  it  (the  AMA) 
had  unfair  competition.  Visitors 
would  tour  the  larger  museums  and 
pay  it  little  attention,  despite  its  rele- 
vance in  a  cosmopolitan  place  like 
D.C.  with  its  transient  population. 

"1  began  to  think  that  through  L-R 
and  the  Hickory  community,  this  art 
could  be  exposed  to  a  new  area.  And 
since  many  people  don't  have  the 
opportunity  to  travel  to  D.C.  to  the 
AMA,  or  the  other  museums,  it  could 
come  here,"  he  explained.  "1  had  first 
thought  an  exhibit  could  be  shown  at 
L-R,  but  the  breadth  and  scope  of  the 
works  for  this  type  of  exhibition 
called  for  more  room  than  we  could 
provide."  So  the  collaboration  began 
with  the  Hickory  Museum  of  Art, 
which  will  provide  educational  pro- 
gramming in  conjunction  with  the 
exhibit  until  it  closes  April  1 1 . 

"Of  course  the  educational  compo- 
nent is  very  important,"  said  Escallon. 
"That  is  what  it  is  all  about:  to  create 
understanding  with  people.  This 
exhibit  showcases  the  creative  energy 
found  in  the  varied  climates,  both 
political  and  atmospheric,  of  all  the 
countries  represented  by  the  OAS." 

"With  the  Unifour  growing  by  the 
hour,  and  this  growth  mainly  in  tech- 
nology and  business,  if  we  don't 
counter  that  growth  with  cultural 
growth,  we  may  be  courting  problems," 
said  Winter,  who  feels  the  college  needs 
to  leave  a  legacy.  "For  decades,  the 


college  has  been  the  center  of  the  com- 
munity As  the  area  has  grown,  that's 
changed.  This  is  a  part  of  the  shift  back 
to  the  cultural,  educational  and  spiritu- 
al center.  One  of  the  main  things  I 
hope  will  be  a  result  of  this  project,  not 
only  for  the  Hickory  community,  but 
for  the  state,  is  to  be  a  true  cultural 
model  to  which  the  growing  Spanish- 
speaking  community  can  connect." 

"Representing  the  regions  of  the 
OAS,  we  hope  the  exhibit  will  provide 
the  stimulation  for  discussion  of  what 
diversity  can  mean  to  a  city,  a  com- 
munity or  neighborhood,"  said  Escal- 
lon. "It  opens  the  door  for  an  aware- 
ness of  the  many  different  cultures 
within  the  Western  Hemisphere." 

The  diversity  of  the  works  is  a  tes- 
tament to  the  wide  array  of  cultural 
identities,  ideas  and  concerns  found 
in  the  western  world.  The  variety  of 
statements  made  by  the  artists  is 
equaled  by  the  methods  they  use  to 
express  them.  While  some  of  the 
pieces  have  obvious  political  over- 
tones, others  were  created  simply  for 
the  enjoyment  of  the  viewer.

Robert  Browning's  interpretation 
of  the  senior  years  of  life  found 
fruition  in  the  Uves  of  Rachel 
Cloninger  Frazier  Smith  '32  and 
her  husband  Oliver  David  "Cap" 
Smith  '27  who  both  now  reside  at  the 
Lutheran  Home  in  Hickory. 

The  Smiths  have  just  celebrated 
their  fourth  wedding  anniversary  fol- 
lowing a  courtship  of  12  years.
